This delay was caused by a number of intrusions, ranging from the copier breaking 
down - it was only a stuck switch - to concemjr for rny health situation, which is dis- 
concerting, to family matters related to Hi's sister's death and her estate. Even a 
visit from Kevin Walsh yesterday. He was too pressed for time and his visit coincided with 
that of the brother-in-law who is the estate executor and he brought his older son who was 
bora in our home during World War II when I was still in the Army and in OSS, I was then

The indreasing indications that another prostate operatibn may be getting closer cause 
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a bit of apprehension not because the surgery is any big deal. It isn't. Usually it is ou±- 
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patient but with my blood-clotting problem no minor surgery is without some hazard for me. 

^his is true of both the polyp examination and more, of the removal of any. That an iron 
deficiency showed on the previous two annual checkups and is greater, but not exception- 
ally so, adds to the number of different causes of anxiety.. So, it has not been easy to 
concentrate and with sleeping longer I've not had my recently- usual early-morning hours for 
work. Before getting the papers this morning I had only a half hour and read then. 

It may interest you to know that Kevin Walsh is working for Bill ^epper, one of the 
honchos on the British end of the coming TV "The Trials^ of James ^arl Ray" to be aired 
hxK here by and filmed here by IIBO, the Time— Warner (Of JFK ) cable company. It has now

and he wonders why 1 have no confidence in tfhat he i3 working onl VJliat can they learn that 
can mean anything? Or do they think the autopsy shnxeii failed to shot a bullet or knife wound? 
And what purpose was served after he wrote hi a story and it was published? I gues3 they 
tlii _k ho developed more information. I doubt it. He was experienc^ b#t not a magician.
